T he United States supreme court 
has" in the language of the day, tom 
the commerce court where to get off

tribunal 
has declared 
that the commerce court has juris­ 
diction only ob questions of law* and 
has no authority to review questions 
of fact and thus usurp part of 
the 
authority of 
the 
interstate 
com­ 
merce commission. In a previous de­ 
cision the supreme court had held 
th at the review by 
courts 
of the 
commission’s orders dealt with ques­ 
tions of law*. On the findings of fact 
aud the orders based on those facts 
the decision of

final.

row he found ants at work in every 
hill but one. 
Ants burrowing around 
the hills are an indication of root 
lice. 
The louse is a small Uuish- 
green bug, and they will be seen to 
be of many sizes. 
The large ones 
were hatched irom eggs, but the lit­ 
tle ones seen at this time are mostly 
live born. 
These are not from eggs 
and are without sex. 
Their sole pur­ 
pose in life seems to be to ca*. 
The 
hugs will be found to work largely 
in bunches or droves, and there will 
be enormous num bers produced in a 
cingle season. 
In the fall there is 
m ating of two sexual insects and from 
this mating eggs are laid for the next 
season’s brooks 
Small 
ants 
take 
care of these eggs and when the 
young insects hatch are cared for by 
the ants till they are able to feed on 
plants, when the ants put them on 
corn roots if there are any in near 
each. 
They like smart-wreed about 
as well and they will live on anything 
green. 
They werely suck the tutees 
from the roots and the plants cannot 
thrive. 
When the corn is 
thus 
infested 
much cultivation is all that can be 


ways during a very dry seasoL the 


insects, all but, perhaps, the Hessian 
fly and a few others, multiply and 
become very troublesome, and if pre­ 
cautionary means are not taken we 
must expect much damage from these 
pests the year following a dry sea­ 
son. 
W here corn is badly infested I 
would suggest that the land be clean­ 
ed up this fall and plowed very late 
and very deep. 
Or it may be plowed 
very early if it is harrowed and disced 
a few’ tim es and is 
kept 
perfectly 
clean of weeds. 
A starving process 
and one of freezing must be resorted 
to. 
The late or winter plowing turns 
them out to the weather and all that 
are so exposed perish. 
When spring 
comes these infested fields should be 
thoroughly 
.vrrked as soon as the 
ground is workable and be worked 
often and kept clean of all vegetation 
till late corn planting time. 


Another plan that often worns well 
is to cut what corn may be left, then 
put the ground to wheat, and as soon 
as the wheat can be removed after 
harvest, plow the ground and keep 
it worked often during the balance of 
the fall so that no weeds or anything 
is allowed to grow. 
These insects 
cannot travel much and separating 
them from the ants and stirring up 
their burroughs and taking feed away 
destruction follows.

that there is imminent danger of 411 
houses in that city tumbling down in 
like manner. 
They have been vacat­ 
ed, with the result that some 
four 
thousand people are homeless. 
The collapse of the 
schoolhouse, 
which cost the lives of a master, an 
old woman arid several youngsters, 
aroused 
great 
public 
feeling 
and 
prompted the civil governor to order 
an official investigation by the mu­ 
nicipal architects. 
Tueir report shows that 411 houses 
I ure in such a dilapidated condition as 
to be absolutely dangerous to the in­ 
habitants. 
When the tenants were served with 
a notice to move at once, very few 
?ould comply with the order, being 
unable to find other lodgings at anv­ 
illing like the same rent. 
They ac­ 
cordingly stopped where they were un- 
tlli the police e x a lte d them, putting 
four thousand people into the streets. 
The majority of those thus evicted 
round shelter in the houses of rela­ 
tives, friends and neighbors. 
Another problem which then faced 
'.he authorities was what to do with 
:be furniture and goods of these. Th© 
Alcalde eventually settled the m atter 
Dy ordering all the furniture to be de­ 
posited in the Plaza de Toros. So the
